Bidding him good night, they rode 
away. A party of citizens followed several 
miles in pursuit, but lost the trail and turned 
back. The robbers are supposed to be Rube 
Burrow and his partner. Burrow’s home is 
only seven miles from Vernon, and his parents

COULD ELECTRICITY DO WORSE?

The Bungling Job of a Hangman in New 
Jersey. 

Woopsury, N. J., November 13.—At 1:30 
p’clock this morning, Joseph M. Hillman was 
hanged in the corridor of the jail here, for the 
murder of a Jewish peddler named Seiderman. 
When the sheriff pulled the trigger, holding a 
450 pound weight on the other end of the rope, 
the body shot up into the air, a distance of fif- 
teen feet. The noose failed to tighten, and 
the rope slipped around the wretched 
man’s neck. He groaned and shrieked, 
and his cries could almost 
be distinguished as 6he struggled 
with his arms and finally succeeded in suffic- 
fently freeing his hands to almost reach the 
rope. The hangman stood by reaching up to 
the noose and finally succeeded in getting it 
around, so that the weight of the body rested 
on the throat and life was slowly strangled out 
ofthe man. The struggle lasted for two or 
three minutes and until the hangman got the 
noose under the chin. After fifteen minates 
the physicians announced that the heart had 
ceased to beat and ten minutes later the body 
was cut down, placed in acoffin and turned 
overto the dead man’s father, who at once 
started for his farm in Turnerville, where he 
will bury his son’s remains. Hillman was 
quite youthful, although married. 
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TRIED THE FIFTH TIME. 


R. T. Jones Still Fights Clear of Punish- 
ment. 

Cuarieston, 8S. C., November 13.—The 
fifth trial of R. T. Jones, the model Edgefield 
murderer, is now in progress at Edgefield 
rourthouse. Some five or six years ago Jones, 
who married a Miss Pressley, got mad with 
his wife’s relatives. The quarrel was 
about some land which the inoffensive 
Jones was planting. Jones got 
mad, took his shot gun, and three or 
four butcher kuvives, and went out into the 
field where his father-in-law, aged seventy 
years, and three brothers-in-Jaw, were at work. 
Jones established a human abbattoir. He 
murdered his aged father-in-law and butch- 
ered his three brothers-in-law. He was not 
arrested, but wentin the courthouse village 
and surrendered himself. The murder occurred 
during the session of the court at which the 
Culbreath lynchers were being tried for the 
murder of an innocent man. Jones has been 
gm hero ever since. Five times he has been 
brought to trial, and each time he has escaped 
by a mistrial.

A TRIPLE MURDER. 


John McDonald Tries to Clean Out the Bev 
eridge Family. 

Detroit, November 13.—A Free Press spe- 
tial from Ishpheming, Mich., says: What will 
probably prove to be a triple murder was com- 
mitted Monday night, at Matchwocd, some 
tighty miles west of here. John McDonald 
and Duncan Beveridge, homesteaders, had 
some trouble over a homestead claim. Mon- 

night McDonald went to Bever- 
cottage to talk matters’ over. 
everidge and a friend were also 
in the room. During the conversation the 
men got very excited and McDonald pulled 
his revolver and shot Beveridge, wounding 
him fataliy. Hethep turned upon the wo- 
men andshot Mrs. Beveridge in the hip, after 
which he emptied the remaining chambers of 
his revolver at Mrs. Beveridge’s friend, in- 
flicting a fatal wound. Whenthe crime was 
discovered a posse went in pursuit of McDon- 
ald, who was shortly captured. His captors 
were at first going to lynch him but wiser 
counsel prevailed and he was bound and held 
until the arrival of the sheriff.

Cuicago, November 13.—At the opening of 
the Cronin trial this morning, Jadge McCon- 
nell annoanced his decission on the question of 
giong into the past history of the Clan-na-Gael. 
The last witness on the stand yesterday was 
ex-Policeman Brown.

whether or not he preferred the charges against 


Dr. Cronin in 1885, the state’s attorney ex- 
plaining that he proposed to show by witness 
that this was a fact; that Dan Coughlan was a 
member of the trial committee, and that Dr.

The consequence of the admission of this 
testimony was a complete investigation of the 
Clan-na-Gael, at least so far as it could be 
made, to show cause for animosity against Dr. 
Cronin on the part of any of the prisoners at 
the bar. 

This offer led to the most earnest and pro- 
tracted argument between counsel for the state 
and counsel for the defense that has yet taken 
place during the trial. 

Nearly every lawyer engaged had something 
to Say during its progress, and there was much 
plain speaking. The talk occupied the time 
until adjournment, and Jndge McConnell an- 
nounced that he would hold the matter under 
advisement and would render his decision this 
morning. Iv accordance with that arrange- 
ment, when court was called to order this 
morning, Judge McConnell announced bis 
opinion to be that the evidence sought to be 
elicited from Officer Brown on the points 
named, was incompetent and ruled it out. 

This decision, of course, rendered Qgany 
further attempt to examine Officer Brown 
futile, and Officer McKinnon,of Winnipeg,who 
was on the stand yesterday, was recalled. He 
testified that Barke told him he had assumed 
the name of J. W. Cooper because two men 
were watching him. 

After some unimportant witnesses were 
examined, boards cut from the floorof the 
Carlson cottage were offered and admitted in 
evidence in spite of objections of the defense.

York, who he said was not now in the city. 

It was suggested in view of this announce- 
ment that the court adjourn until Monday in 
order to give the defense time to prepare its 
case; but it was finally decided to adjourn un- 
til Saturday morning, whieh was accordingly 
done. 
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A CONFLICT BETWEEN JUDGES, 


But the Democrat is in Possession of the 
Courtroom. 

CuicaGco, November 13.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Butte, Mont., says: There was a 
sensational scene in the district court yesterday 
afternoon when McHatton, democratic, and 
Hamilton, republican, rivals for the office of 
judge, appeared at the courthouse, each de- 
termined to mountabench. Ithad been an- 
ticipated that there would be serious. trouble, 
but this was averted by the temporary surren- 
der of the republican aspirant. Sheriff Lioyd, 
republican, had a large number of deputies on 
hand, and the democratic sheriff followed suit. 
The city marshal, acting under orders from 
the mayor, swore in twenty special policemen, 
who were stationed about the courtroom, 
armed with Winchesters: * 

A CHANGE ON THE BENCH. 

Judge De\W olf, after hearing arguments of 
counsel for the contestants, declined to decide 
which had the right to a seat, and adjourned 
the court. No sooner had Judge DeWolf 
vacated the bench than J. J. McHatton, 
democratic judge-elect, stepped up and took 
the seat, ordering Sheriff-elect Sullivan to ro- 
convene court. His orders were obeyed to the 
letter, and Sheriff Lloyd and Hamilton, repub- 
lican claimants, walked from the court room. 
Hamilton will go to the capitol and apply to 
the supreme court for a writof mandamus 
against McHaiton to compel him to show by 
what right he has assumed the position of 
judge. 

A large number of prisoners convicted at the 
last term of court are to be arraigned for sen- 
tence, and Judge McHatton will undoubtedly 
order Sheriff elect Sullivan to bring the prison- 
ers into court. As the keys tothe jail are in 
Sheriff Lloyd’s hands there will probably be 
trouble.

He gets so much 
gold that absolutely no pretense is made at 
werperng SS, except on a large pair of grocers’ 
scales. he find has created a profound sensa- 
tion. and the people in Montgomery and ad- 
tear, counties wre digging for gold by the 

iundreis. Experts who have examined the 

gold fields in this section say there is as much 
gold in western North Carolina grounds as 
California ever dreamed of. One mine alone, 
near here, is said to be worth $1,000,000. 
Syndicates are being organized, with plenty of 
cash, toopen up these mines, and develop- 
ments are expected at any early day that will 
startle the world.

DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT: | v

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WasnHineton, November 13,—The new: 
Catholic university of America was today 
formally dedicated and opened with impres~ 
sive ceremonies in the presence of a large num-~ 
ber of prelates of the church and distinguished 
laymen from all parts of the country. A large 
part of the ceremonies, howeyer, had to be, 
omitted on account of the weather, 
drizzling rain, with which the day opened, 
continued uninterruptedly through the greater 
part of the day and was varied only. by o- 
casional drenching showers, which compelled 
every one to seek shelter in the corridors of 


_the building. The exterior decorations of the 


building were both elaborate and unique, and 
owing to the care with which they had beeg,/ 
selected and arranged, suffered but little in 
appearance fromthe rain. The interior deco--' 
rations were simple but effective. The national) 
colors predominated in everything. The bau; 
quet hall was specially attaactive. 

G@ MASSES OF PALMS AND OTHER FOLIAGE . 
were available and flags, both large and small, 
were draped about the windows and doors and 
festooned from the curtains. The corridors 
were also effectively decorated. Between the 
windows were shields and escutcheons beariug 
the names of different states of the United 
States and the countries of Europe, with the 
dates of the establishment of prominent educa- 


‘tional institutions in each. These were sur 


mounted with small American and papal flags.

About half-past 10 o’clock Cardinal Gibbomis.

It ,was almost noon when the ceremonies 
were opened by the chanting of the hymn«to 
the Holy Ghost—‘‘Veui Creator Spiritus—by 
250 students from St. Mary’s seminary 
and St. Charles’ college.

oned on account of rain, but the ceremony 
of blessing the building was performed by the 
cardinal passing through the. corridors pro- 
ceeded by acolytes bearing lighted tapers. 
The cardinal wore a mitre and cape, distince- 
tive of his office as a rich bishop and in his 
hand carried a golden pastoral cross. As the 

rocessiom passed between two densely packed 
eas ef spectators, the eminarines chanted the 
psalm ‘‘Miserere,’’ the chanting of the Lita 
ny of the Saints and psaim 119, 120 and 121, 
Following this ceremony, shortly after 
twelve o'clock the most Rev. Marquis Satalli,.. 
Archbishop of Lepanto and the special — 
sentative of the pope and the ceremonies, be- 
gan by acelebration in the chapel, of the 

ontitical mass of the Holy Ghost. “Righ Rey. 
R. Gilmour, bishop of Cleveland, preached 
the sermon. During the celebration of the 
mass Rey. Father Fidelis (James Kent Stone) 
superior of theorder of Passionists, in Brazil, 
addressed an overflow audience in one of the 
large lecture rooms.

Blaine, who was flanked by Arch- 
bishops Ryan, Williams and Duhamel on the 
left and Secretaries Tracy, Noble and Rusk 
on the right. 

Bishop Keane acted as toastmaster. The 
first toast, ‘‘ His Holiness Po XITI,”’ 
was responded to by the Most Tee. Monsignor 
Satolli, representative of the pope, who spoke 
in Latin. Hesaid he was g! to see so thor- 
oughly representative a body, for it meant that 
all nations were working with America for 
Catholic evangelization. He expressed the 
hope that the second century of the hierarchy 
in this conntry would prove as productive of 
good results as the first. 

Secretary Blaine, in responding to the toast, 
‘*Our Counsry and Her President,’’ said: ‘I 
come to represent the United States. not in 
any political sense, much less in an 
partisan sense, nor in connection wit 
any church or sect, but to 
speak for all and the great freedom which we 
enjoy. I have made the statement in Protes- 
tant assemblies and Iam glad to make it in 
Catholic ones,’’ He referred to the adminis- 
tration as one which had produced good results, 
and continuing said: “I am glad of every 
college that is endowed, no matter who endows 
it. Every institution of learning increases 
culture, which I believe will build up the gov- 
ernment of this great countrv of ours under 
which all are free and equal.’’ 

Mr. Blaine was cheered loudly during his 
remarks, and the applause when he concluded 
lasted several minutes. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON ENTERS. 

Cardinal Taschereau, ot Canada, was re- 
sponding to the toast, “Our Sister Universi- 
ties,” when the Marine band struck up “Hail 
to the Chief,’’ and President Harrison entered 
the hall. The entire assemblage rose to their 
feet and applauded until the president took 
the seat reserved for him on the left of Cardi- 
nal Gibbons. As soon as the president was 
seated Bishop Keane proposed his health, 
which was drunk standing. 

In response to urgent calls for a speech, the 
president said: ‘lam thankful for the recep- 
tion you have given. me. I have avoided 
speechmaking heretofore on occasions of this 
kind. It has been my fortune often to have that 
covenant broken by being meese to make 
aspeech. I amsure you will permit me to 
exact compliance with that covenant, and 
again to simply thank you for your kindly 


greeting. :

‘A GOLORED NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

Ome Celled to Meet in Washington Next 
Fe 


W Aservaron, November 13.—The central 
bureau of Felief of Washington, an organiza- 


tion composed of colored men, formed for the 
_purpose of co-operating with various organiza- 


tions in this country, having for their purpose 


political and civil rights and privileges 
for the colored American citizens in 
the atten States as are guaranteed 
them by the constitution and laws of this gov- 
ernment, has issued a call for a national con- 


vention, to be held at Washington, D. C., on 


the first Monday\in February, 1890. The ob- 
— to be attained by the convention are sta- 
as follows: : 

1. To organize a national ¢onvention of col - 
ored American citizens by which united and 
continuous effort shall be made to relieve 
them from personal outrages. inflicted upon 
them in the southern states and to obtain all 
the rights of American citizens now denied 
them in parts of this country. 

% To ascertain opposing influences that re- 
tard the growth of their educational, moral 
and material interests. 

3. To invoke congress to pass such legisla- 
tion as will enable colored Americans to exer- 
cise the right of franchise in the southern 
states without fear or molestation; te pass the 
Biair educational! bill, and also to pass the bill 
to pay depositors of the Freedman’s bank in 
full of their deposits. 

Prominent colored men in each state have 
been invited to actasan auxiliary committee 
to promote the objects of the convention, and 
itis known thatthey are in sympathy with 
the movement. The convention will not be of 
a political character and political matters will 
not be considered. The call for the conven- 
tion is indorsed by the African Methodist 
Episcopal conference, and by tliv clergy 
of the Baptist union. flicers 
and executive committee of the bureau of re- 
lief, are: P. H. Carson, District of Columbia;

Mexicans Oppose the Negro Colonization 
Scheme, 


City ok Mexico, November 13, via Galves- 
ton.—Ellis, the Texas negro who proposed to 


colonize American negroes in Mexico, is still | 


in this city striving to secure concession from 
the government in the interest of the proposed 
colony. It is asserted that General Pancneco, 
minister of public works, is greatly interested 
in Ellis's and is heartily in favor of 
granting the concession. Other members of 
the government are also said to favor it, so there 
seems to be little doubt that the concession 
will be given and the colony established. The 
scheme, however, will meet with strong oppo- 
sition on the part of the Mexican people, and 
the negro colonists are not likely to receive 
any encouraging welcome. The feeling is 
general that in the Indian peon class Mexico 
has as large an element of a different race as 


it can find room for.

THROUGH MUSCLE SHOALS. 


A Mississippi River Steamboat at the Wharf 
in Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, November 13,—There is 
great excitement here over the announcement 
that the steamboat, A. C. Conn, a Mississippi 
river craft, has passed through Muscle Shoals 
canal and will arrive at the wharfin this city 
tomorrow morning. This is the first vessel 
which has passed through the great canals 
now about completed. The construction of 
canals to overcome obstructions § in 
the Tennessee river at Muscle 
Shoals was commenced by the government in 
1873, and nearly four million dollars have thus 
far been expended on the work. The opening of 
the canals which will formally take place in a 
few weeks, will give water transportation nine 
monthsin the year from Chattanooga to the 
Mississippi river.

A DANGEROUS OBSTRUCTION. 

Glancing at the track, the watchman sawa 
piece of railroad iron, curiously bent, lying on 
the rail.

A BULLET IN THE HEAD. ‘ 


Sallie Craig Tells a Strange Story of the 
Shooting. 

Sallie Craig made a desperate attempt to 
take her own life at her room, in the second 
story of a house on the corner of Haynes and 
Peters streets, yesterday. 

About noon parties in the rooms adjoining 
were startled by her appearance in the hall- 
way with the blood trickling from a_ bullet 
wound in the back of her head. 

Then somebody remembered having heard a 
noise like the crack of a pistol a few minutes 


before. 

“SEND FOR A DOCTOR,” 
the wounded woman exclaimed. ‘Somebody 
has shot me, and I’m dying.”’ 

The alarm was given, the police were called 
and Patrolman McGhee responded. 

Dr. Nathan King was summoned, and a 
brief examination of the wound showed that 
it had been made by a small calibre pistol, the 
muzzle of which was placed against the skull, 
just above and a iittle behindgthe right ear, 
the ball entering the skull and ranging up- 
wards. 

He dressed the wound and administered 
such medicines as were calculated to keep the 
woman quiet. 

She appeared perfectiy cool and collected, 
and as scon as the physician com- 
pleted the dressing of the wound 

SHE LIT A CIGAR 
and began puffing away at it as she lay in bed 
and told the story. 

‘‘T don’t know who did the shooting,” she 
said. “Fred Trammell, who works at East 
Point, came to see me Sunday. I wassick 
Monday and didn’t want him to leave me. He 
stayed over until today, and I didn’t still want 
him to leave me. 

**T had a donble-bladed barlow knife, which 
I drew out and tried to cut my throat, but he 
wrenched it out of my hand, and putting it in 
his pocket, said: 

““*Goed-bye, Sallie, I must go. I’ve fot your 
knife, now, and you can’t kill yourself.’ 

‘*You see I had tried several times to kill my- 
self four or five weeks ago, but they got my 
pistol away from me, and I had not tried it 
any more till today. 

‘*l was lying on my side,in bed,with my bon- 
net on, and all I know was that I heard the 
gun fire and felt the bullet im my head. It is 
in there yet. 

I WANTED TO DIE, : 
and I guess [’ll make a go of it this time.”’ 
“Then you must have done the shooting your- 
self?’’ 

‘*Yes, I reckon I must, but that’s all right.” 

After considerable search the pistol was 
found hid behind a dresser. It was a 32 caliber 

istol, with several empty chambers, one that 
had been fired quite recently. 

The wound is considered vezy dangerous, 
and it will be a miracle if she recovers. 

SHE Is FROM GAINESVILLE. 

The girl is from Gainesville, where she was 
employed at the Hunt house, two years 
ago.

THE SHOOTING FROM AMBUSH, 

Monday night about half-past 10 o’clock, 
Dock Carithers walked out of the store of H. 
A. Carithers & Sons, where he sleeps, but in 
the store sat Mr. Fayetie Hughes, a friend of 
the family, and Draughan Marable. Beside 
Mr. Hughes were two guns loaded 
with buckshot. The precaution of 
baving him there thus well armed was taken 
because the letter copied above was the third 
one of the kind, and it was hoped that if the 
parties did make an attack they might be cap- 
tured. When Dock stepped off the veranda 
he turned to the left and walked a step or two 
in the direction of ashed on the west side of 
the stere. He paused fora momeut near the 
corner of the store, and as he did so he heard 
the keen crack of a rifle and discovered that a 
bullet had gone through his hat. As soon 
after the shot as possible, Fayette Hughes ran 
out of the store with two shot gunsin his 
hand. The would be assassin thought there 
was no cne but his intended victim at the store 


and he was seen 

SKULKING BEHIND A TREE. 
In an instant Hughes had the gun at his 
shoulder and a deadly aim on the bushwhacker ; 
but unfortunately for human justice the gun 
hung fire. A shot with the second gun, as he 
ran through the woods, failed to get him. 
Dock Carithers wore a light straw hat with 
the crown crushed iu. The bullet-hole through 
the two sides of the hat indicates thata 32 or 
38 calibre Winchester rifle was fired at him, 
and further that the party was standing up, 
just on a level with him, when the shot was 
fired. By putting a pencil through the two 
holes and setting the hat ona man’s head of 
proper size, it showed that had the bullet gone 
one half inch lower it would have plowed a 
furrow through his brain. 

THE SUSPICIOUS LETTERS. 

The party sent Dock Carithers three threat- 
ening letters. The letter copied above was 
not dated. Postmarked Union Point, and on 
the back showed that it was received at Mon- 
roe November 1. He received it that gight, 
and just “ten days’”’ afterward he was shot~at. 
He said nothing to his family about the first 
letter, not wishing to alarm them. When the 
matter was finally discussed noone was told 
but Mr. Hughes; for several nights he kept 
watch at the store while Dock Carithers and 
Draughn Marabie slept. 

Messrs. H, A. Carithers & Sons are deter- 
mined to ferret out the matter and bring the 
guilty party or parties to justice. They ad-

made to their acting together for their 
own protection; and th's co-operation has 
resulted this yearin making and marketing the 
crops in Georgia at less cost than ever before, and 
placing the credit of the farmers upon a firmer basis.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Where the chief pres- 
sure of the casé was upon the question 
whether the defendant, in consenting to and 
authorizing a given contract made with the 
consignee by the plaintiff in behalf of both 
carriers for the transportation of certain 
freights at a special reduced rate, over their 
respective railways as a connected and con- 
tinuous line, acted upon information derived 
from the plaintiff that the contract was, or 
was to be, limited in its performance toa cer- 
tain portion of the year, a written 
request by the defendant to the 
court to charge the jury in appro- 
priate terms (the same being set out in the 
request) upon that specific question, should 
have been complied with. The instructions 
should have been given inthe lan uage re- 
quested, orin language substanti ly equiy- 
alent thereto. 

2. If the terms of acontract between two 
railways be agreed upon by correspondence, a 
limitation or condition inserted in one or more 
of the communications need not be repeated 
or referred to in subsequent ones in order to 
preserve its force. , 

3. When some of the writings fixing the 
terms of acontract are lost, testimony as to 
how the parties themselves interpreted, acted 
on and tréated the contract whilst the busi- 
ness was 10 progress, may be looked to, in con- 
nection with other evidence, to ascertain its 
terms and meaning. 

4. The declaration being for the recovery of 
overcharges paid the defendant on shipments 
to Dalton only, the same should be amended 
in order to recover for overcharges paid on 
shipments to Rome also, if both sets of over- 
charges be embraced in the amourt sued for. 
The allegata and probata in descriptive mat- 
ters ought to correspond. 

5. The general rule is that on money paid by 
mistake, where there isno fraud or miscon- 
duct by the party receiving it, interest does 
not run until after demand. Prior to demand 
by suit or otherwise, the receiver is in no de- 
fault. 

6. Prima facie evidence is such evidence as 
in judgment of law is suflicient, and if not re- 
butted, remains sufficient. It maybe rebutte 
by developing additional facts consistent with 
its truth, but tending to an opposite conclusion, 
or by proving it untrue or untrustworty in whole 
or in some materia) part. 

7. The books of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, though made by statute prima facie 
evidence, may be rebutted or discredited as to 
particular entries, by internal or external evi- 
dence of falsity or error.

Blandferd, J.—-1. The verdict is sustained 
by the evidence and the law. 

2. It was not error to reject as evidence two 
indictments against the defendant, one for 
carrying concealed weapons, and the other for 
disturbing religious _worship; the trials which 
took place upon these indictments having 
occurred several years prior to the time at 
which the homicide with which defendant was 
charged was alleged to have been committed, 
and there having been a verdict of not guilty 
under each of said indictments, the purpose of 
defendant in offering these indictments being 
stated to be to follow the same with proof 
that the sole issue submitted in each case 
was the sanity or insanity of the defendant, 
his insanity at the time of the alleged homi- 
cide being in question in the present case. 
Nor was it error to reject the testimony offered 
to prove that on the trial of these indictments 
the sole question submitted to the jury was 
the sanity or insanity of the defendant, nor 
the testimony of a witness that one of the wit- 
nesses at said trials swore that the defendant 
was insane, it not appearing from the records 
of those cases that the verdict of the jury may 
notin facthave been upon questions other 
than that of sanity or insanity, there having 
been a general plea of not guilty as to both in- 
dictments, and insanity not having been es- 
pecially pleaded and relied on by the defend- 
ant in those cases. Bradley v. Johnson, ad- 
ministrator, 49 Georgia 412, citing the Duch- 
ess of Kingston’s case, 20 Howell State Trials. 

3. The exception that the court erred in re- 
fusing to rule ont all of the testimony of the 
witnesses for the state showing the sanity of 
the defendant upon the ground that they gave 
no facts upon which to base their opinions, 
does not seem to be well founded; the record 
showing that the witnesses testifying know the 
defendant and had known him for a con- 
siderable length of time, and that he always 
acted like a sane man. - 

4. One of defendant’s witnesses being asked 
on cross-examination if he had served a term 
in the penitentiary, the defendant’s counsel ob- 
jected to the question, but the witness of his 
own motion answered that he had. It was not 
error to allow the witness to answer the ques— 
tion, though le could not have been compelled 
to answer it. His character and reputation 
were in his own keeping and not in that of the 
accused. 

5. The charge complained of in the first 
amended ground of the motion for new trial 
was not erroneous. Besides, in the exceptions 
thereto no error is pointed out, and taking the 
evidence in consideration it seems quite fayor- 
able to the accused. 

6. There was no error inthe charges com- 
plained of in the ae grounds of the 
motion. The charge as awhole was fair and

Blandford, J.—The description in the deed 
= which claimant relied was as follows: 
“Except the dower of fifty acres, as fully de- 
scribed in the deed given the Corbin Banking 
company, the tract or parcel of land hereby 
conveyed contains all the dwellings and gin- 
house, except the old original dwelling house.”’ 
A verdict being had in favor of the claimant, 
the court granted a new trial as to fifty acres 
of the tract levied on, and to this decision 
claimant excepted. “Held. 

The clause of the deed mentioned is strictly 
an exception. Where the description is un- 
certain reference may be had to prior deeds 
conveyirg the same land, and an entire tract 
of land, known by a general name, may be 
described by such name. If itis not possible 
to ascertain the precise fifty acres of land men- 
tioned in the exception, then the party own- 
ing the entire tract, with the exception of the 
fifty acres, would be tenant in common with 
the party owning the fifty acres so poe 
Andrews v. Pearson, 68 Me, 19; Devlin on 
Deeds, §1013; Lick v. O’Donnell, 3 Cal., 59. 

(a) The error, if any, committed by the 
court was in not granting a new trial as to the 
whole case, under the evidence; but inasmuch 
as there is no exception to the refusal to grant 
a new trial as to the whole of the land levied 
on, it is unnecessary to notice that refusal. 

(b) The deed made to the Corbin Banking 
company was not put in eveidence, as it seems 
it should have been, before the court charged 
the jury.

If defendants made a con- 
tract with plaintiffs and agreed to take 100,000 
feet of lumher and to give them specifications 
for sawing the same, and plaintiffs furnished 
a part of it, and defendants refused to pay 
therefor when payment was due, and to fur- 
nish additional specifications, it was a breach 
of the contract, and plaintiffs would be enti- 
tled to recover whatever damages they may 
have sustained by reason of such breach. 

2. It was not necessary that plaintiffs should 
have made a demand on defendants for further 
specifications, or that they should have deliv- 
ered the balanceof the lumber which they had 
sawed for the defendant to enable them to 
maintain their action for the damages arising 
from such breach. 

3. 1t was not error to refuse to give in charge 
a request not authorized by the evidence. 

4. Nor was it error torule out. pardi testi- 
mony tending to show, that a contract, totally 
at variance in all its terms with the one sued 
on, was agreed on between the parties cotem 
poranevusly. There is no such issue presented 
by the pleading, and the testimony was inad- 
missible under the plea of the general issue. 
If defendants wished to reform or correct the 
writing which they did sign, their pleadings 
should have been framed to that end. They 
do not allege in either of their pleas any 
fraud, accident or mistake in the signing of 
the original contract.

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The Mass Meeting Tonight. 

Tonight under a call of more than 1,000 
citizens a mass meeting will be held to pro- 
vide for the selection of aldermen and coun- 
cilmen for Atlanta. 

One thing seemsto be certain. This meet- 
ing should not be instructed to merely ratify 
the nominations made bythe wards. It is 
possible, indeed we may say probable, that 
under any procedure the meeting wight in- 
stitute a majority of the men selected by 
the ward meetings would be selected by the 
general meeting. This would be all right. 
But to instruct the meeting to ratify what 
the wards have done ih hasty and irregular 
meeting would be to destroy the very prin- 
+ ciple on which the general mass meeting is 
called. 

In the first place, as suggested above, the 
ward meetings have been called in a hasty 
and irregular manner. In one ward two 
meetings have been held.. In another ward 
one place of meeting was announced in the 
morning paper and another place in the 
evening paper. In another ward gentlemen 
testified that their names had been signed 
to a call without their knowledge. In an- 
other ward one of the candidates states 
over his signature that he did not know who 
called the meeting, and disputed its author- 
ity. Allaround the meetings have been 
without official authority, without due con- 
sultation and without due notice. In the 
second place, it has been settled over and 
over again in Atlanta that it is safest and 
best to nominate a city ticket by a general 
meeting rather than by ward meetingsy In 
the one case a small clique or faction can 
call a hasty meeting and put out a man who 
cannot command general support. In the 
other case, a mass meeting is held, delegates 
are elected or appointed, the whole field of 
candidates is carefully canvassed, all con- 
flicting interests are weighed, all sections 
and classes are represented, a representa- 
tive ticket is made and reported back to a 
mass meeting for approval or rejection. 
Under this deliberate method every candi- 
date’s fitness is studied, his record is 
scanned anda hasty decision is avoided. 
Such a ticket goes before the people backed 
by sovereign authority, commending itself 
by its own excellence, and it commands such 
support as prevents a scramble and a fight. 
Better than all it gives the city good gov- 
ernment. 

Now clearly, if tonight’s mass meeting Is 
instructed to ratify the ward nominations, it 
simply relegates the city back to ward gov- 
ernment and ward domination. In future 
a ward meeting can be called at any time 
and by anybody. <A fewpeople can assem- 
ble and put out a candidate. This candi- 
date can then come before the mass meet- 
ing, ifone should be called, and demand 
that the action of the ward be ratified. 
This would clearly make mass meetings not 
only unnecessary but absurd. 

Tonight’s meeting should be left unem- 
barrassed—to do its Best for the whole city 
of Atlanta. Ifthe wards have nominated 
good and strong men, the same strength they 
had in their wards will manifest itself in a 
general committee or a general meeting. 
Most of the candidates have agreed to submit 
their claims to the mass meeting. This is 
proper, and will commend them to the con- 
.. fidence of the people. We do not care what 
procedure is adopted tonight—nor do we 
fare what man or men are selected under it, 
“*Wesimply urge that no candidate will 
countenance, and that the meeting do not 
permit, a resolution to be passed instructing 
the meeting simply to ratify what has been 
done by the wards. 

Tonight’s meeting is called by order- 
loving, reputable citizens. It is called 
by a larger number of such citizens than 
ever signed a similar call. The citizens 
who signed that call are entitled to have an 
orderly and decorous meeting, and this they 
will have. Out of such a meeting nothing 
but good for Atlanta can come. It will 
clear up confusion and confirm*in our fu- 


ture elections a principle and procedure 
that has worked admirably in the past.

HILLYER AND THE TAX QUESTION. 


He Explains His Views and Gives ‘Some 
Decidedly Interesting Figures. 

Judge Hillyer was asked if he felt well for- 
tified in the opinion that the city government 
could be carried on with the tax reduced to 
one and one-fourth per cent. He replied that 
a few years ago a similiar proposition had been 
made and many persons thought the matter 
then premature; he did not then think the 
time for a reduction had arrived. 

Now, he thought we might safely venture 
upon the policy of a reduction; that we could 
spend the same amount on streets next year 
as we have done this year, viz: $286,000, and 
the same amount next year on schools, 
as we have done this ear, viz: 
$80,000, and we can also spend $50,000 extra 
for waterworks, thatis towards paying for the 
new waterworks, and carry on all other parts 
ot the government with the tax reduced tofit 
per cent. 

“Here are the figures,’’ he said, presenting 
the following table:

“When you take into consideration that 
many streets are quite narrow and others have 
street railroads which bear a large portion of 
the expense,’’ he said, ‘‘the above estimate of 
$286,000 per annum will enable the ay B= lay 
about seven miles each year with belgian 
blocks, and that ought to be enough to satisfy 
any reasonable person for a healthy growth. 

‘The burden of taxation is yery heavy,’’ he 
continued. “Ifa citizens owns a $5,000 home, 
when you count city taxes, state and county, 
taxes, insurance and repairs, he has to pay 
$15 to $20 per month for the privilige of living 
in his own house. This would be tolerably 
high as au estimate for rent. High taxes are 
a grevious burden on the people who live in 
the city ; and are well calculated to deter per- 
sons #t a distance from moving to tbe city, and 
thus have a great tendency toretard its growth 
and prosperity. Unnecessary taxation is un- 
just taxation. We ought to be fair and liberal,

3 address of Grand Master Workman 

Powderly was a lengthy one, going into details 

goneerning the standing of the order and past 

'swork. The synopsis furnished by the 
press committee reads as follows: 

The general master workman said that this being 
the twentieth year of the order’s existence and the 

nth since it passed under the guidance of 
the general assembly, a resume of its history during 
eventful years would be opportune. He 
phically described the helpless and disorganized 
Pnaition of labor before the knights appeared upon 
thescene. Spove of the hostile attitude of con- 
gresses and legislatures and of the many Jaws inimi- 
gal to labor, then on the statute books of the various 
gates. He rapidly traced the legislative work of 
the order, pointing out the many measures 
gor the bettering of the condition of the work- 
ers which it bad succeeded in having enacted 
into law, and pointed out the work yet remaining 
t be done in this direction, Time was, he said 
when the labor question was a little understood and 
treated as of no importance by statesmen, 
licists and the public at large, now, thanks 
mainly to the educational work of the order all this 
was changed. Public men realized that to be ig- 
gorant of the labor problem was to be uniformed 
gn the most important of all the questions that de- 
ded the attention of statesman. Public atten- 
had been arrested, and books which a few 
ago would have lain unsold on the shelves, 
were now eagerly read by deeply interested thou- 
sands, In bringing about this great and gratifying 
none had held so honorable a place as the 
te of Labor. 
a ~ king of the present condition of the order,he 
seid that a little over a year ago it had been made 
ghe t for the shafts of blind, misguided men, 
whose impatience led them to expect ihe orderin a 
few years, or euen months, to undo the wrongs 
which had grown tnrough centuries, Dishonest 
men whose selfish ambitions were ungratified, or 
who were in reality tools of the enemy, only in the 
erder the better to work its destruction, also manu- 
factured and circulated statements tending to 
greate the impression that the order was breaking 
up, all this being accepted by the press as true was 
widely circulated, and thousands withdrew honestly 
believing that the cause was lost. He did not 
deny at one time failure seemed imminent, but the 
danger was past, confidence bad been restored, 
doubts had been dispelled, and though the ranks 
hail been weakened they were unbroken, and to- 
day the order was advancing, not retrogading. 
The order had passed through a fiery cdeal, but had 
emerged triumphantly, and deserved more than 
ever the consideration of the working people whose 
battles it had fought.

The discussion at times was warm. During 
it ex-Secretary Charles H. Litchman took oc- 
casion, from the records of the order, to not 
only disprove the slanders which had been 
leveled at him during the past eight years, but 
to bring home the paternity of the slanders to 
McGaw. :

THE M’GAW CAMPBELL TROUBLE. 


The Causes Leading up to McGaw’s Ex- 
pulsion—Some Facts. 
The trouble which led to’ the expulsion of 
Mr. McGaw dates back to last spring. 
Atthat time some English and Belgian 
glass-blowers came to America and went to 


work at Jeanatfa, near Pittsburg. 
Mr. McGaw, who is the editorof a r 
which is the organ of the flint 
workers, . made the charge 
Mr. James Campbell, president 
of the Window Glass Workers’ association, 
had brought these men to America and had in 
so doing violated the alien contract labor act. 
McGaw and Joseph L. Evans were active in 
making this charge and in bringing the matter 
of the attention of the government officials. In 
yesterday’s meeting he made the statement 
that the matter is still in the courts. 
Mr. Campbell believes that he has in no way 
violated any law. 
‘That act,” he said last night, “was made by 
our 
association. Mr. Powderly’s book will show 
that. We drew it up, presented it to the Cin- 
cipnati meeting of the general apeseray i had 
it indorsed there, and afterwards were instru- 
mental in having it madealauw. If we have 
in any way violated that law, I don’t know it. 
Our organization takes in every country in 
Europe except Germany. When one of the 
largest glass factories doubled its capacity and 
wanted more men, our organization 
let this fact be known in Europe. 
There were no _ skilled laborers in 
America to fill those places, or they would, of 
course, have gone to Americans. The men 
whocame did not come under contract. Our 
association feels certain that it has done noth- 
ing wrong, and courts the fullest investiga- 
on. 
‘* Yes,’”’ spoke up a prominent member of 
the Knights. ‘' But it wasn’t for his charges 
that McGaw was expelled; it was for his vili- 
fication of Brother Campbell, of Asseinbly 
300, and its members, and of the other ofticers. 
It was his work against the order that led to 
his being dropped.”’

All 
the leaders of the order occupied seats near 
the platform and in the audience. 

Mr. Woodward called the meeting to order 
and introduced the speakers. He first an- 
nounced Mr. Sangers, of Marietta, who said he 
would welcome the visitors on the part of the 
state assembly of Georgia. 

Mr. Sangers said he would take the advice 
he had been given, and make his speech short. 
He took time, however, to welcome the visit- 
ors not only to Georgia, but to the hearts and 
homes of every knightinthe state. He assured 
them that no matter what the delegates did, 
it would be overlooked by the Georgia assem- 
bly. This remark was greeted with laughter 
and applause. 

Mr. Woodward then read this letter from 
Governor Gordon: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

ATLANTA, November 13, 1889. 

GENTLEMEN: I thank you persdOnally, and the 
great organization you represent, for the marked 
compliment paid me by your invitation. It would 
be most gladiy accepted bus for the circumstances 
now surrounding me. An urgent necessity takes 
me out of the city this afternoon, and I shall not be 
able to return for several days. 

Please make my compliments to the general as- 
sembly of Knights of Labor,and express my sin- 
cere regrets at Iny inability to meet them,

To Messrs, Curtis, Woodward and Williams, com- 

mittee. . 

On behalf of district assembly 105, Mr. 
Woodward welcomed the general assembly. 
He said that the welcome tendered was so 
hearty that every mechanic in Atlanta, no 
matter though he were only gaining a pittance 
and was forced to live on corn bread and slab- 
sided bacon would gladly divide that bread and 
bacon with the visitors. The speaker then in- 
troduced Mayor Glenn. 

The mayor was greeted with great cheering 
and clapping of hands. Mayor Glenn said that 
Atlanta was chosen as the meeting place of 
the knights because it was a progressive place. 
He told how the statistics show that Atlanta 
rauks next to Lowell in its population of work- 
ingmen, and the laboring citizens were build- 
ing up the town and establishing cottage 
homes for themselves everywhere about the 
city. He claimed that his only objection to 
Master Workman Powderly was that he had 
given up entering on the profession of the law 
to become a Knight of Labor, and he felt his 
profession had lost a shining light. He offered 
@ proposition saying that if, the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance failed form union 
with the knights, he would himself 
form a combination of lawyers and doctors 
who would gladly become their allies. He of- 
fered the knights the freedom of the city and 
told them to call on him if they wanted: his 
help. 

General Master Workman Powderly fol- 
lowed Mayor Glenn. He said it was a pleas- 
ant duty toreturn thanks for the kindness 
shown by Atlanta to hisorder. He spoke in 
praise of the city, and claimed it was more 
than a southern city—it was an American 
city with every element of progressive 
enterprise peculiar to the nation. It 
was yery pleasant, he said, to hear of 
the homes going up, and his prayer 
was that the mortgage holder would 
be kept away. He recommended not the ac- 
quisition of millions by the few, but the pros- 
perity of the general people. He advised 
every laboring man to wear the best clothing 
and live on the best food he could, claiming 
that no one had so good aright tojthe use of the 
best things as those who produced them. He 
again thanked the people of Atlanta and the 
awe for the way the delegates had been re- 
ceived.
